MEASURING THE EARTH. 


Irastosthsnss Mads the First Attempt 


and Did Fairly Well. 


The earliest attempt to measure the 
circum ference of the earth was made 
by a Greek. Erastontbenes, who was 
born 270 H 
C. 
H e found that at 
Pyeue the gnomon, or upright pillar, 
used by the Greeks to measure the 
height of the sud In the sky, allowed 
the sun to 
tie exactly overhead at 
midday at the time of the summer 
solstice, w hile at Alexandria the gno­ 
mon cast a shadow upon the same 
date, showing that 
tile latter fioliit 
was one fiftieth of the earth's circum ­ 
ference uorth of Scene. 
E r a * teat bene* 
reasoned 
correctly 
that the length of the shadow at A lex­ 
andria bore the same relation to the 
circum ference of the small circle de- 
scrilled from the top of the gnomon aa 
a center that Ute distance between the 
two cities l»ore to tile circum ferent u of 
the g lot ie. T h is latter w as ft,Out) stadia, 
or about <125 miles, which when m ul­ 
tiplied by fifty gixes 31.250 miles us 
the circum ference o f the earth.

quite correct, 
but 
as 
nearly so as could tie exf-eeted frota 
the first rough attem pt to estim ate IL 
—New York Mall.

Judge G ary Declares Big Corporation 


Did Not Throttle Competition Nor 


Apportion T errito ry. 


W ashington, Ju n e 9.— Judge Elb e rt 
H. G ary undertook before the house 
"steel tru st” investigating com m ittee 
to show that the United States Steel 
corporation, of w hich he is the head, 
does not control as large a percentage 
of the steel business of the Fnited 
Slates as it did on the day of its for­ 
mation iii 1901. 
H e insisted that as against a 6<> per 
cent control of the domestic business 
then the corporation at the present 
tim e is able to direct only .in per cent 
of dom estic output. O f ex port busi­ 
ness, .Mr. G a ry said the Steel Corpor­ 
ation controlled about 90 pet cent. 
W h ile on the subj.*< t of export busi­ 
ness, M r. G ary referred again to the 
proposed form ation of an International 
Steel Institute at Brussels. 
Mr, G ary insisted that there was 
not "a scintilla of tru th ” iii the id*1 1 
that an international "tru st" was con 
templaed. H e said that in arranging 
for the m eetings he had entertained 
no thought of "going beyond the rules 
of propriety or the law ." 
“ W h en the Ignited States Steel cor-1 
poration was formed 
in 
19<n," said 
Judge G ary, "th e companies actually 
in 
com petition 
were 
the 
Carnes e 
Steel company, a 
subsidiary of the 
Federal Steel com pany; the Amel lean 
Steel Hoop com pany and the National 
Steel company. 
‘‘T h e 
A m erican 
Steel and 
W ile 
company, th*- N ational Tube company, 
the Am erican T inp late company, Un- 
Am erican Sheet 
Steel company, the 
Am erican 
Bridg e 
company 
and 
the 
Lake 
Superior 
Consolidated 
Iron 
M ines com pany wen- not in com peti­ 
tion 
with each other, nor with the 
companies first named. 
‘The principal com petition was be­ 
tween the Illinois Steel company and 
Hie 
Carnegie 
Steel com pany," s lid 
M r G ary, "in the sense that they wer- 
m aking the same articles, principally 
rails. But freight rates from Pittsburg 
to Chicago were so large, nearly $3 
per ton, that the m arkets were fairly 
well defined. 
"It Is a tact, though, that the C ar 
negie com pany did at tim es compete 
with the Illino is Steel company out­ 
side Its natural m arket. 
Once I re ­ 
member that the Carnegie sold rails 
af Il k when the Illinois Steel com ­ 
pany was considering going Into Ho­ 
llands of ret elvers and w hen It did 
actually come near doing that. 


Saw Ruin In Competition. 


" I believe that if unrestricted find 
unrestrained 
destructive com petition 
had continued the illin ois Steel com 
puny would have been driven out of 
business. I am Inclined to believe that 
if the form er management had con­ 
tinued in control Hie Carnegie Steel 
company would have driven entirely 
out of busine** every steel company 
doing business in the United States 
That is the opinion of m any people 
who know Hie facts.” 
Mr. G ary denied any knowledge of 
any agreement in the steel Industry 
w hereby bu mess territory was appor­ 
tioned anil violators of the agreem ent 
punished. 
II*- said 
sutsirdinate coni 
panics of the Steel Corporation might 
have dope things of which the parent 
company disapproved, but that such 
tilings alway.* were corrected 
"T h e condition 
of our em ployee,' 
he said, "alw ays has been uppermost 
in our minds, and 
we have alw ays 
befit wages high. W e have refused to 
decrease wages when our competitor- 
did and we have spent m illions to im 
prove the w orking conditions of out 
men and (lie sanitary conditions of 
Hie plants ” 
Mr. G ary denied specifically that the 
Steel Cor [Miration had ever b**on of 
fered or had accepted rebates from 
the railroads. H e subm itted a copy of 
a letter he addressed in 1905 to n o ­ 
nresidents of all the leading railroad 
cautioning them against giving rebater 
to any officers or agents of th** Steel 
Cor fro ration. 
"W e never overlooked the interests 
of our stork holders,” in* said, '‘and I 
don’t believe we would still lie trustees 
of tile Steel Corporation if vie had
